that while formerly no mors than 10 per cent of our 
exports and imports were carried in American ships, 
our American Merchant Marine is now carrying near­ 
ly 40 per cent of this increased ocean-borrvé Ameri­ 
can commerce. 
Oui present naval establishment is 
greater, both in personnel and tonnage than It was 
in 1914. 
Making the same adjustment of the in­ 
trinsic value of the dollar, our Navy today costs only 
about 17 per cent‘more than it did eleven years ago. 
It seems clear that our present expenditures are well 
justified, especially when we consider an Increase in 
national wealth more than proportionate to the in- 
crease of oyer fifteen millions In our population. 
PeopTfe who dwell in interior sections of America do not 
feel as closely in touch with the nsvy, as do the residents 
of the seacoast areas, ft is natural that they should not.
